HE martial garb that clothes both 
these figures is emblematic of 
Ireland, which at the moment is 

an armed camp. The civil conflict 
has spread from Dublin all over the 
island. While minor successes have 


been recorded for the insurgents, the 
tide of battle in general has set heav- 
ily against them. This has been due 
largely to superior numbers and bei; 
ter equipment on the part of the reg- 
ulars, but also to popular support. 
The sympathies of the people in gen- 


eral have been on the side of the 
Government. The military opera- 
tions of the Nationals have been car- 
ried on largely by General O’Duffy 
as leader. But the dominant figure on 
the Government side is Michael Col- 
lins, who, added to the possession of 


military ability, has shown courage 
and steadfastness of a high order. In 
this he has hitherto had the back- 
ing of Arthur Griffith, but the recent 
death of that leader has placed an 
additional heavy weight of responsi- 
bility on his shoulders,
